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DETAILED ACTION 

1. Applicant's request for reconsideration of the finality of the rejection of the last 
Office action is persuasive and, therefore, the finality of that action is withdrawn. 

Response to Arguments 

2. Applicant's arguments, filed 9/30/08, with respect to the rejection(s) of claim(s) 4 
under Shiota et al. have been fully considered and are persuasive. Therefore, the 
rejection has been withdrawn. However, upon further consideration, a new ground(s) of 
rejection is made in view of Brabant et al. (2003/0036268). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

3. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

4. Claims 4 and 18 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Brabant et al. (2003/0036268). 

5. Brabant et al. discloses depositing an epitaxial layer based on Group IV elements 
a silicon substrate by Chemical Vapor Deposition using source gases ([0028]), and 
including employing nitrogen as a carrier gas ([0049]), wherein the epitaxial layer 
comprises a SiGe epitaxial layer ([0028]) and wherein the method is carried out at a 
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temperature between 550 °C and 800 °C, which overlaps with the recited range of 500 
°C and 600 °C. Therefore, since the same materials are treated in the same manner, it 
would be obvious that the same result as that of the present invention would be 
obtained. 

Re claim 18, Brababt et al. does not disclose wherein the source gases include 
SiH 4 and GeH 4 ([0051] and [0052]). 

Allowable Subject Matter 

6. Claims 5, 7, 19, 21 and 22 are allowed.
